HISTORY OF THE CASE 


The trial was unprecedented in 
several respects. The Court had powers 
of the widest kind, which enabled it, 
if it so wished, to disregard all the 
laws of evidence established in the 
British legal code, and probably for 
the first time in history an eye-witness 
account of a murder was given in 
evidence—in the form of an unsworn 
statement. Devereux was an I.R.A. 
officer, and he was shot by I.R.A. men, 
the State alleged, because he was be- 
lieved to be a spy, but police officers 
at the trial said that, as far as they 
were aware, he had not been a police 
agent. 

The history of the case is equally 
remarkable. It was twelve os a to 
the day after Devereux had dis. 
appeared that the police found his 
body, with the aid of Davern, then-a 
prisoner, and dressed by the police in 
a Guard’s coat, and wearing smoked 
glasses. Davern brought the police to 
a hole in the slopes of Sliabh na mBan, 
Co. Tipperary, where they found 
Devereux’s huddled body under a heap 
of stones, and a bullet wound through 


his skull. That was on September 
25rd, 1941. A few days before that 
they had unearthed his car from 


beneath a bed of onions in the garden 
of a farmhouse a few miles away from 
the mountain tomb, and had recovered 
seats, converted into household chairs, 
from the farmhouse; the number plate 
from a pond, and several other parts 
of the vehicle in fences and out-houses 
in the district. 


FIRST ARRESTS

the State relied to support their state- 
ments to the police, but who refused 
to give eyidence, caused the prosecu- 
tion to collapse in a nolle prosegui, 
and led to the discharge of the 
prisoners. Events more dramatic still 
followed with the arrest of Davern and 
Walsh, the placing of them in the 
dock side by side with Plant and 
O’Connor, and the charging of all four 
with murder before the Military 
Court, the only sentence in whose 
jurisdiction is that of death. Con- 
currently, the Government made an 
Order under the Emergency Powers 
Act, enabling the Court to admit into 
evidence statements given voluntarily 
hy witnesses who either refused or 
could not be present to give evidence, 
and although a fight against the Order 
was carried from the High Court to 
the Supreme Court, the Government's 
action was maintained. 


THE TRIAL 


When, twelve days ago, the four 
men appeared before the Military 
Court, it was stated that it was the 
first time in history that men who had 
been discharged by a competent Court 
had been brought to trial a second 
time on the same charge. The prose- 
cution invoked the new powers to 
adduce statements by Simon Murphy, 
of Wexford, and by Davern and 


Walsh, in evidence, and while Murphy | 


declined to say any more than that he 
had not been cautioned before he 
made the statement, Davern and Walsh 
took the unusual course of going into 
the witness-box to deny that the 
statements were voluntary, on the 
understanding that they could not be 
cross-examined by the State counsel 
on matters outside the circumstances 
under which the statements were taken. 
The Court, which throughout. had 
a a keen anxiety to facilitate the 
efence in every way, protected the 
two witnesses, ceed 

examination to the specific matters 
raised by the defence. In-the witness- 
box both Walsh and Davern alleged 
that their statements weré given as a 
"MN of threats and assault by the 

ice. 

Rebutting evidence by the State indi- 
cated that an assault as described by 
Davern could not possibly have taken 
place, and threats as alleged by Walsh 
were impossible, use no one was 
allowed to see the prisoners in the 
cells. The Court admitted\ the three 
statements, with the aid of which, sup- 
ported by oral evidence from residents 
in the Glenbower district, the State 
built its case that Devereux had been 
abducted from his home on September 
23rd, 1940, by Plant and Walsh, who 
had received instructions to do so from 
O’Connor; that by means of a trick 
Devereux was induced to drive Plant 
and Walsh inte the County Tipperary 
in his own car; that he was kept a 
prisoner by Plant assisted by Davern, 
and that on the night of Beptember 
27th, 1941, he was shot by t and 
buried with the assistance of Davern,

On the other hand, Mr. 8, MacBride 
for Plant and O’Connor maintained a 
straight “fight to the end. He challenged 
the Court to accept the unsworn state- 
ments of Walsh and Davern after it 
had rejected their sworn testimony on 
the question of whether their state- 
‘ments were voluntary; asserted that 
there was no evidence to support 
Walsh’s. statement against O'Connor, 
and finally asked the Court not to 
allow itself to be used at the will of a 
Government to serve a political pur- 
pose where the lives of four men were 
involved. 


COURT’S FINDINGS 


The Court took legs than 45 minutes 
to make up its mind. When O’Connor 
had heard the President announce that 
the references to him in the statements 
had not been corroborated by sworn 
evidence to the satisfaction of the 
Court, and that therefore he was given 
the benefit of the doubt, found not 
guilty and discharged, he turned and 
shook hands’ with each of the other 
prisoners, and then marched out of the 
room. 

Plant jumped to attention when his 
name was called and heard the death 
sentence unmoved; and Davern, 50

When the President had concluded 
the sentences, the three men in the 
dock shook hands and left the room 
under a heavy military escort.

EIRE’S SUPPLY 
MR. DE VALERA’S 

DETAILED reply from An 
A Taoiseach’s Private Secre- 
tary: to the representations 
put forward at the recent Cork con- 
ference regarding the maintenance of 
! essential supplies, was received yester- 
day by the lord Mayor of Cork (Mr. 
John Horgan). - The reply intimates 
that the problems affecting Cork con- 
cerns are common to al] manufacturers 
in Eire, and ve generally been 
aggravated by substantially increased 
demands on shipping. Since the out- 
break of hostilities in the Pacific Eire 
has now to rely for shipping from 
North America on services operated by 
the Irish Shipping Co., Litd., and it 
has been necessary to use most of this 
tonnage for imports of essential food. 
stuffs. There was the further difficulty 
that the new status of the U.S.A. as a 
belligerent had increased demands in 
that country for every class of indus- 
trial raw materials, and it was antici- 
pated that the restrictions would be 

severe. 

Dealing with the building industry, 
the letter stated the position was par- 
ticularly acute. Imports of necessary 
soft woods had ceased for many 
months, and there was no possibility 
of their being resumed until after the 


war. All classes of iron and steel 
materials from outside sources were in 
short supply. Exports of these 
from the United Kingdom were 
very strictly controlled, and only 
Vv limited’ supplies were being 
ee. é available to this country. 


It was not expected there would be 
any improvement in connection with 
iron and steel goods. On the contrary, 
it was feared the position would de- 
teriorate. Every effort was being made 
to have the Haulbowline Steel Mills 
re-opened, but. war conditions greatly 
hampered these efforts, and it was by 
no means clear if the works could, in 
fact, be got going again while the war 
lasted 


The position of the Ford industry in 
Cork had .received special attention, 
and shipping s had been allocated 
for agricultural machinery and parts 
for assembly of lorries and trucks, 
though it had not been possible to 
meet Messrs. Ford’s full requirements. 

As regards wovllens and worsteds, 
the allocation of yarns and tops had 
been very substantially reduced, and 
it was feared that the allocation for 
1942-’43 would be still further reduced. 
The matter was at present the subject 
of negotiation with the United King- 
dom authorities. As regards cotton 
rns, latest information was that sup- 
plies through United Kingdom chan- 
nels were likely to be cut off entirely 
from the beginning of April next. The 
letter then detailed the position as re- 
gards imports ot gas coal, and re- 
marked that the Dublin Gas Company 
had the advantage over the Cork Gas 
Company only in the sense that it had 
its own ships and there was less diffi- 
culty in inducing shippers to sail to 
than to Cork.

In their statement the directors com- 
ment that the report of the Transport 
Tribunal (that ‘‘ critical inquisition ’’) 
was resurrected, in part only, to supply 
a weapon for use in a wartime emerg- 
ency—seemingly suddenly discovered— 
and quite unsuspected by the company, 
which was congratulating itself on its 
record carrying tonnage in 1941, despite 
handicaps of a nature never previously 
encountered. 4 á 

The alleged emergency, says the 
statement, apparently is not a national 
one—for the order does not apply to 
an area served by the Great Northern 
Railway. Presumably the Counties of 
Louth, Monaghan and Donegal and 

arts of Sligo and Cavan are free 
rom emergency and operated in the 
interests of the people. 

The directors view with concern the 
emission in the Emergency Order to 
undertake any liability to make good 
any loss in standard net earnings or 
to compensate the company for damage 
or depreciation in the permanent way 
and engineering works and equipment 
during the emergency. These con- 
siderations were pressed on the atten- 
tion of the Minister without result. 


STOCKHOLDERS’ VIEWS 


Following the directors’ statement, 
the Committee of the G.S.R. Stock- 
holders’ Association, meeting yester- 
day, considered in detail the recent de- 
ngs CÉhmhans At the meeting resolutions 
were unanimously passed protesting 
against the ‘‘ election of so-called share- 
holders’ directors by the outgoing 
board of directors of the G.S.R.’’; ex- 
pressing the opinion that after the 
annual general meeting of the pro- 
prietors on Wednesday, March 11th, 
all directors purporting to represent the 
stockholders should be elected by the 
stockholders by postal vote; and voic- 
ing regret at the solicitation by the 
railway directors of proxy votes from 
stockholders who are unable to attend 
the annual general meeting. 

It was added that the association 
was not soliciting proxy votes, and 
that it appealed to all stockholders to 
withhold their proxies and attend the 
meeting personally, having regard to 
the gravity of the general position.

STRAW IN PAPER- 
MAKING 
SHORTAGE OF NEWSPRINT 


“How the printing and paper 
industry will fare in the immediate 
future is a matter I do not like to 
speculate on, but I am not over- 
optimistic,’”’ said Mr. J. J. Walsh, 
Chairman of the Clondalkin Paper Mills 
Co., at the mills yesterday. He said 
that he believed the country was 
reasonably safe as regards paper of 
other categories than newsprint. They 
could get no ships to carry this, and 
could not get the. raw materials from 
which to manufacture it. Mr. Walsh 
was speaking to members of the Com- 
mission on Vocational Organisation, 
who inspected the mills yesterday, 
héaded by Dr.- Browne, Bishop of 
Galway, Chairman of the Commission, 
of which Mr. Walsh is also a member. 

After inspecting the mills, Dr. 
Browne complimented the directors and 
staff on their skill, enterprise and 
adaptability, which had been shown in 
the way in which they had been able 
to turn to the manufacture of wrap- 
ping paper from straw. 

Mr. Walsh said that they had many 
thousands of tons of straw, and were 
producing paper for general use from 
it, and by mixing waste paper they 
were getting cardboard. It might be 
necessary to use straw for producing 
newsprint. There was no reason why 
the country should not produce all its 
own paper from native wood pulp. 
Other timber would also be available 
if afforestation was regarded as a 
normal national requirement. The lack 
of machine tools had been felt in their 
change over to new raw materials, 
such as straw. The mills employed 
about 600 people, and he hoped to see 
the industry expand greatly after the 
war. Were it not for the mills, he 
added, the country would now be in a 
bad way for paper. The mills played 
a vital part in present-day economy, 
and it was expected that they would 
be in full production in a short time, 
using straw as raw material. 


1,645 FILMS CENSORED 
LAST YEAR

Censor handled 1,645 films, 474 of 
which were over 2,000 feet long; 
passed 1,276 of them, cut 304, and 
rejected 65, including 52 long films, 
nine of 2, feet or under, three 
interest and topical films, and one 
educational film. 

Of the 304 which were cut, the 
scissOrs was used in 157 cases to 
exclude scenes which would not be in 
the ‘public interest in view of the 
policy of poaprtet l and for the same 
reason 52 of the 65 films rejected were 
not permitted to be shown. In eight 
of these cases on were made to 
the Minister for Justice. In all, there 
were 51 appeals, 18 of which failed, 
while in seven instances the films were 
bhaic with cuts, and in four cases 
he decision of the Censor was 
reversed.

M. LITVINOFF ON HERR 
HITLER 


“COULD BE DESTROYED 
BY SUMMER” 


WASHINGTON, Thursday. — M. 
Maxim Litvinoff, in his first public 
address since taking over the post of 
Soviet Ambassador in Washington, said 
that he believed that Herr Hitler could 
““be destroyed by the summer.” 

The Ambassador, however, added 
that the opportunity for a summer 
victory over Herr Hitler might be 
missed, saying: “Only by simul- 
taneous operations on two or more 
fronts could Hitler’s armed forces be 
disposed of, and that it -why Hitler 
would dislike such operations.’’ 

M. Litvinoff said that he was fully 
aware of the inter-dependence of all 
fronts, and that he considered it essen- 
tial for the Allies to continue in Libya 
and elsewhere, but ‘‘ identical quan- 
tities of armed forces and identical 
sorts of arms are not uired on all 
fronts. It is a quite legifimate desire 
that forces which cannot be used on 
one front should be sent where they 
could be used.” 

** Next spring, on the eastern theatre, 
the struggle with Hitler will reach the 
peak. By then we should like the 
utmost possible aid—all the forces of 
the Allies put into action, and that 
there should be no idle armies, or 
immobile air fleets. This applies also 
to military materials. 

“I would be deplorable if we were 
to lose the initiative for lack of 
adequate and timely support. We are 
proud that it has fallen to our lot 
to smash Hitler’s war machine, but we 
by no means insist on exclusive rights. 
have a share of our prize,”

Mr. Stimson said that it was possible 
the ‘planes might have come from 
commercial sources operated by enemy 
agents to spread alarm, to disclose the 
locations of A.-A. posts, and slow down 
war operations by cdusing black-outs. 
He said his information came from 
General George C. Marshall, U.S. 
Army Chief of Staff. and did not ex- 
plain the phrase “‘commercial sources.’’ 
The defences, he said, fired about 
1,400 rounds at the ’planes.—(The A.P.)

““ Philippine Theatre.—In a surprise 
thrust U.S. troops attacked sharply 
all along the line, capturing a number 
of the enemy’s advanced positions. The 
attack was particularly successful on 
the right, where forward elements of 
Japanese troops were forced to with- 
draw several kilometres. Fighting is 
still in progress, with continued local 
successes. However, the main positions 
of the enemy have not been pene- 
trated. _. . Small bodies of American 
and Philippine troops are continuing to 
harass the Japanese in guerrilla fight- 
ing with considerable success. Desul- 
tory patrol action is reported from 
Mindanao, where the invading troops 
have been reinforced by a detachment 
of Japanese marines.’’— (Reuter: )

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RUSSIAN BATTLES | 
NEAR DECISION 


RED ARMY CLOSING ON 
SMOLENSK 


-——— 


OSCOW, Thursday. — Four 
great battles are movin 
swiftly towards decisions which wil 
have far-reaching effects on the 
Russian front aud on the shape and 
form which any future German 
offensive may take. 

In the vast German Vyazma- 
Smolensk defence zone, heavy fighting 
is in progress as General Zhukhov 
endeavours to bring together the jaws 
of his armies south and north of the 
vital highway, and the Germans them- 
selves rush up reinforcements in an 
effort to regain Dorogobuzh, forty-five 
miles east of Smolensk. 

Near Rzhev, outflanked from north 
and south, continued reports of Russian 
headway suggest that this strongly 
held town may be high on the Red 
Army’s list for reoccupation. 

South of Kharkov, where Marshal 
Timoshenko has driven a deep wedge 
into the formidable German defence 
positions in the region of Krasnograd 
and Lozovaya, Russian pressure con- 
tinues towards Dniepropetrovsk, a base 
of immense importance to any German 
plan to thrust south-east towards the 
Caucasus. 

Further south German reports of 
large-scale activity by German bombers 
against the town and port of Kerch, in 
the Eastern Crimea, indicate continuing 
Russian activity for the liberation of 
the Peninsula. 

Berlin reports a Soviet attack in the 
Kerch zone, and says that formations 
of “bombers and dive-bombers sup- 
ported Marshal von Manstcin’s ground 
troops against it. In the fighting south 
of Lake Ilmen, tough Siberian troops 
are forcing the Germans from one 
fortified position after another, and 
already 147 localities in this area have 
been recaptured. 

German efforts to break out of the 
ring at Starnya Russa, and the efforts 
of some divisions to relieve other 
isolated units, have been thwarted by 
the mobility of the Soviet troops. 

North of Lake Ilmen fighting is also 
in progress, according to recent Ger- 
man reports. This may mean that 
General Fedyunisky’s drive down the 
Volkhov valley is nearing its objective 
—the German base in the ancient 
walled city of Novgorod. 

On these operations, and those on 
the central front, the fate of Marshal 
von [.eeb’s armies south and east of 
Leningrad depends, as well as that of 
Smolensk. The German bid to wrest 
Dorogobuzh from Russian hands and 
remove the threat to their supply line 
eastward to Vyazma, is a desperate 
affair; for the town is admirabl 
situated for defence. It points to their 
anxiety on this front.—(Press Associa- 
tion and Reuter.) 

The Soviet midnight communiqué 
stated:—‘‘ During February 26 our 
troops advanced, overcoming enemy 
resistance and occupying several in- 
habited localities. 

On another sector, not . specifically. 
named, Soviet troops have encirel 
and begun the annihilation of German 
forces holding “a large “ populated 
place.” 


U.S. AND BRITAIN 
DANGER OF FRICTION 


PHILADELPHIA, Thursday. — A 
warning to Americans and Britons that 
the Axis is trying to create friction 
between their two countries was given 


by Lord Halifax to the American 
Academy of Political and Social 
Science. 


Speaking of Anglo-U.S. relations, 
Lord Hahfax said:—‘‘It is an easy, 
but insecure, assumption that comrade- 
ship in war will, of its own momentum, 
carry over into peace. To preserve our 
war-time comradeship when the war is 
over we shall need on both sides of the 
Atlantic a sustained and positive act 
of will. If this is true, it is plain that 
we must realise now the psychological 
dangers that will face us after the war 
is over.”

ELECTRICAL TRADERS’ 
DIFFICULTIES 


During the greater part of the year 
essential materials, wal as conduit and 
cables, had been almost unobtainable, 
and in consequence some contractors 
had .been forced to suspend business 
and had obtained employment on the 
other side, said Mr. F. W. Parkes, presi- 
dent of the Society of Irish Electrical 
Traders, speaking in Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin, at their annual meeting yester- 
day. Dealing with efforts to surmount 
supply difficulties, he said that in May 
a meeting of the officers of the Depart- 
ment of Supplies, the §8.I.E.T., the 
Electrical Contractors’ Association, and 
the E.S8.B. had agreed on the particular 
types of cable which it was most desir- 
able to produce.

Nearly 
halfthe vessels attempting to run our 
blockade were intercepted. Despite 
our long lines of sea communications, 
compared with the short routes used 
by Axis shipping, last year the enemy 
lost nearly twice as much shipping 
employed. in the maintenance of their 
North African fronts as we did main- 
taining our Middle Eastern armies. 

The House cheered when Mr. Alex- 
ander, after reviewing the many tasks 
carried out by the Navy in. connection 
with the Middle East campaigns, 
said: ““-I have just received a message 
that one of our submarines got three 
hits on the latest Italian convoy going 
to Africa.” 

Turning to British resources, he 
said: The magnificent work of our 
destrovers has been done with a force 
far too small for the numberless duties 
to be performed. At the end of the 
last war the Allied navies had between 
them over 900 destroyers while facing 
only one hostile navy. 

Naval tonnage delivered in 1941 was 
not so very far below that of 1916, 
although the output of merchant ton- 
nage was very much greater than in 
1916, in spite of the heavy burden of 
repairs due to the added liability of 
air attack. 

“There has been some uneasiness 
occasioned by the loss of heavy ships, 
as to whether our building and con- 
structiou are standing up to the modern 
strain of naval warfare. A large num- 
ber of our heavy ships which have 
sustained major damage during this 
war have been safely brought into har- 
bour, repaired and put into service 
again.

INQUIRY INTO LOSSES 

“The Admiralty has arranged for a 
special investigation into the evidence 
concerning the losses of capital and 
other ships since the war, in order to 
make certain that there should be no 


question of missing any lesson, large 
or small, which ought to be acted

When Mr Alexander said that he 
had nothing to add to the Prime Minis- 
ter’s statement on the loss of the 
Repulse and the Prince of Wales, Mr. 
Shinwell (Labour) asked: ‘“‘ Are we to 
understand that nothing further is to 
be done and said in this matter?” . 

Mr. Alexander replied—TI did not say 
that. There is in the reports I have 
received no indication that there is 
anything to add to what the Prime 
Mirister said. 

Recalling that the initiative in 
torpedo bombing attacks against ships 
had lain with the British Fleet, Mr. 
Alexander said:—‘‘ Every possible 
drive has to be put into further 
equipping. ourselves for the develop- 
ment of this form of attack. Our 
forces have stood up well against the 
Japanese bombing attacks while escort- 
ing convoys, and have also attacked 
Japanese submarines with some suc- 
cess. ’” 


ESCAPED SHIPS 


Telling of the damage to the Brest 
warships and of the attack on the 
Prinz Eugen cruiser, he said that, in 
view of the date, it seemed probable 
that the ship was the Prinz Eugen, in 
which case all the ships which escaped 
had been damaged. The attack by the 
six Swordfish was not the only air- 
borne torpedo attack launched—a much 
larger number of torpedo bombers of 
Fred Command also attacked the 
ships. 

ince September,, 1939, their sub- 
marines had sunk or damaged 320 
ships, sixty-four of which were war- 
ships, and the Fleet Air Arm had 
carried out 120 attacks on «warships 
and convoys at sea, twenty attacks on 
warships and ships in harbour, 260 
raids on shore objectives, and. sixty 
air combats. They had shot down 
or severely damaged 270 enemy air- 
craft over the sea, sunk. or seriously 
damaged forty-five enemy warships and 
335,000 tons of enemy shipping. 

The British and American Navies 
were recovering from heavy. blows 
suffered, and would continue to expand 
until the balance was restored in the 
Pacific. Their shipping losses since 
December 7 had risen, and, even if they 
should persist, which he trusted would 
not be the -case, they should be more 
than offset by the vast building pro- 
grammes of America and Britain.

For the last few days Dublin has 
been testing the Government’s plan 


of ‘‘four loaves instead of five.” 
The experiment has caused wide- 
spread complaint, and even more 
widespread apprehension. We con- 
fess ourselves very dubious about its 


success. The household which is in 


the habit of purchasing five loaves 


whenever the bread van calls will be 


able to accommodate itself to the 

‘new deal,” and, doubtless, will 
carry on quite comfortably with four 
loaves ; but it is the poor householder, 
buying only one loaf o: two loaves 
at a time, who will feel the pinch. 
We readily admit the objections to a 
formal rationing scheme under 


which every individual, old and 


young, would receive precisely the 
same allowance of bread. It could 
lead to waste—which is the one 


thing to be avoided—inasmuch as | 


the well-to-do family, being in a 
position to afford a varied diet and 
the means to cook it, might not pur- 
chase its full ration. Yet, with all 
its defects, a formal: scheme of 
rationing probably would be more 
equitable than the haphazard 
arrangement in vogue at present, 
and it surely would be possible 
to devise a method for the 
prevention of waste. At present 
the well-to-do are asked to limit 
their consumption of bread, in order 
that the poor, to whom bread is the 
one food of supreme importance, 
may not suffer unduly. Could an 
arrangement not be made whereby 
this sacrifice ‘might be rendered 
effective under a rationing system? 
The comparatively rich family, 
entitled to coupons for, say, 120 
loaves a month, could be encouraged 
to return the coupon equivalent of 
50 loaves to the Department of 
Supplies. 

There are other means by which 
the consumption of bread can be 
reduced. The Government has recom- 
mended that, as far as possible. 
bread shall be replaced by other 
foods. Unfortunately, almost every 
other food requires cooking, and 
fuel for cooking is unavailable, or, 
when available, it is of bad quality 
and too expensive for the poorer 
people. As an inevitable conse- 
quence, they have been driven back 
upon bread, the consumption of 
which, until the present week, was 
greater than at any previous time. 
Now they are unable to obtain 
either a sufficiency of bread or fuel 
to cook other foods, and their 
dilemma is complete. Any and every 
method whereby the dilemma can he 
resolved, and distress alleviated, is 
worthy of a trial; and we suggest 
that here is yet another argument 
for the immediate operation of the 
Corporation’s cooked meals service. 
If ten thousand Dublin families can 
be supplied daily with a decent 
meal of meat and vegetables, they 
will eat so much less bread. We 
make no apology for a return to this 
subject of the Corporation’s fine 
kitchens. Every argument is in 
favour of their immediate opening: 
a great deal of distress, indeed, 
would have been alleviated if they 
had been opened at the beginning 
of the winter. Frankly, we cannot 
take the Government’s appeals for 
voluntary sacrifice with becoming 
seriousness so long as it declines, in 
the ‘name of some _ doctrinaire 
nonsense, to adopt this simple and 
effective means of economy. If 
bread can be saved without hard- 
ship, we do not see why only a 
method that involves hardship 
should be adopted. When once those 
kitchens are opened, the poor who 
patronise them will be certain of at 
least ono square meal in the day, 
and the shortage of bread will cease 
to be burdensome. 


Sign Language 
A recent Associated Press message 
from New York bears tidings of yet 
another statistical enterprise; for we 
read that Dr. Francis C. Hayes, of 
North Carolina, is compiling a 
dictionary of sign language in every- 
day use. In spite of Dr. Hayes’s 
assurance that gestures are replacing 
words to some extent, we find it very 
difficult to believe that a glossary 
of signs in common use would fill 
even one page of a dictionary; for, 
apart from the time-honoured per- 
pendicular motion of the head 
which signifies ‘‘ yes,’’ and the 
similar lateral motion of the 
head which indicates disapproval, 
and the - various conventional 
signals with ‘which the man-in- 
the-street stops his bus or indicates 
the size of the “one that got away,” 
it is hard to think of many signs or 
gestures in everyday use. Of course, 
it may well be that in America the 
bright young things have discovered 
that, by shrugging their shoulders 
and nodding their heads, they can 
save themselves the trouble of much 
laboursome articulation; already 
they have discovered that the sound 
“unh-uh,” when repeated in varying 
tones and keys, can be used to answer 
most questions and express most 
emotions. If such be the case, civilisa- 
tion cannot be said to be progressing 
in the right direction. Our fore- 
fathers, who lived in the days before 
the King’s English appeared on the 
scene, probably pointed in turn to 
their mouths and to their stomachs 
when they felt in need of a second 
helping of pterodactyl, but that is no 
reason why a modern all-American 
youth living on Fifth Avenue should 
purchase a book of sign language and 
go through the same performance 
every time the caviare meets with his 
approval. It is difficult, too, to 
understand why Dr. Hayes should 
have bothered to compile this 
dictionary at all; surely the great— 
if not the only—virtue of the sign 
language lies in the fact that it is 
universal, and can be understood by 
the wild men from Borneo as regdily 
as the dons from Harvard without 
recourse to any book of reference. 
Perhaps Dr. Hayes is writing his 
book for posterity, to be used as a

RADIO ORCHESTRA 


SYMPHONY CONCERT 


That a programme of highly classi- 
cal music need not be dull or heavy 
was amply demonstrated at the Irish 
Radio Orchestra’s Symphony Concert 
in the Mansion House,.

The Knowing Sparrow 


round always brings some new 
feature to the naturalist. These 
days, when the coming of spring is 
imparting a slight touch of colour 
here and there to our era 
especially with the blooming of 
cro¢uses, it is instructive to note 
how some of our commoner birds 
seem to take a keen delight in 
devouring the golden petals. 

What can be the reason for the 
sparrows partiality for this par 
ticular flower? The first real 
evidence of colour that the awaken 
ing season provides is no sooner 
visible than it is attacked by 
sparrows which show a gluttonous 
zest in consuming it. Most orni- 
thologists know that virtually every 
species of our woodland inhabitants 
has its likes and dislikes for certain 
colours, whether of flowers or

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fabrics. Now, with closer study of 
the reason why, a very good ex. 
planation is being offered. 


Vitamin C 


It is that after the hard days of 
winter, affording only scant and 
coarse fare for the birds, their vigour 
has weakened owing to the lack of 
vitamins. Apparently the honse- 
sparrow. from his closer intimacy 
with domestic concerns, hag learned 
a thing or two which his fellow. 
denizens have yet to learn—viz.. 
that the crocus, and, in fact. al] 
newly-grown vegetables, contains 
Vitamin C, the one which was most 
lacking in every class of ‘ood on 
which bird-life subsisted throughout 
winter. I[* is the natura] craving 
forthis essential body-builder which 
causes them to set eagerly upon 
crocus blooms as soon as they are 
opened. 

Later on. when the primulas 
burst out, the ovary and nectary 
are choice tit-bits for the voracious 
sparrow.

The man who continues to surprise 
me is that hardy creature who 
refuses. to don an overcoat in the 
coldest of weather. Myself, swaddled
